A NEEDED REFORM. 


It is to be hoped that the bill intro- 
dude i in the Nevada Legislature by 
- Senator Galiagher of Esmeralda, for 
the amendment of the present jury 
law, will pass without obstruction. 
The priocipal clause of his bill is this: 

“Every qualified electur of the State, 

whether registered or not, who has 
sufficient knowledge of the Euglisb 
language, and who has not been con- 
victed of treason, felony or other in- 
famous crime, and whe is not rendered 
incapable by reason of physical or 
mental infirmity, is a qualifed juror 
of the county io which he resides, or 
of the county to which it is attached 
for judicial purposes. 

Under the present law any man who 
reads the newspapers aod has suffi- 
cient intelligence to furm an opinion 
is likely to be disqualified from serv- 
ing on a jury for the trial of a crimi- 
mal case. The evils of the present 
Jury system are notorious, aod have 
brought trial by jury into jeneral 
contempt. There should be no oppo- 
sition to Senator Gallagher's bill.

On his trip 
down he was caught in a snow-slide 
and buried. About sixty men have 
been looking for the lost bodies of the 
woman and young Robioson, but up 
to this hour have not found either. 
The lady’s husband was at work at 
the mine, and Robioson perished with- 
in 500 yards of his home.
